ST, PETERSBURG, Feb. 25, 1:50 a. m.— 
The long expected battle is believed to be on. 
It is Russia’s last throw of the iron dice of 
war, and defeat, it is almost certain, will 
mean humiliating peace. 

Detalis of the battle, which began three 
days ago, are told only in meager bulletins. 

It is known that a Japanese army has 
turned the Russian left flank at Tsinkhetchin, 
fifty-five miles southeast of Mukden; that 
the Russians have abandoned their military 
base at Beresneff; that the enemy has occu- 
pied Tsinkhetchin, and that the Russians are 
falling back. 

_ Great Circling Movement. 

A great circling movement around the east- 
ern flank apparently is in progress, the Japa- 
nese force engaging in it having advanced 
from Saimaize. The strength of the en- 
veloping force is not known, but the Rus- 
Haus held Tsinkhetchin with two divisions 
(40,000 men), and as they were driven out 
of that place the Japanese force is believed 
to be not less than 60,000 strong. 


New Jap Army in the Field. 

- Ags the scene of the fighting is forty miles 
east of Kuroki's center it is believed by some 
here that the army that drove the Russians 
out of Tsinkhetchin is one that advanced 
from Saimatze, and that it is commanded py 
Lieut.

TROOPS LANDING IN COREA.

GENSAN, Feb. 18, via Chefoo, Feb. 24.— 
The Japanese fleet escorting two transports 
with land fortification materials and work- 
men on board have appeared off Nakimoff 
peninsula, which forms the port of Lazareff 
and commands the approaches to Gensan 
harbor. Fortifications are being rapidly 
constructed there. This peninsula offers an 
excellent sheltered naval base from which 
control of the Japan sea can be easily main- 
tained. 

It is reported here that transports are 
disembarking a large number of Japanese 
troops at Songchen, Admiral Kamamura’s 
fleet meanwhile protecting the harbor’s en- 
trance. 

The Japanese are rapidly constructing mili- 
tary telegraphs northwards from Mamhung, 
through the territory recently evacuated by 
the Russians. 

Jap Army Marching North. 

The Japanese forces proceeding north from 
Hamhung already have passed through Puk- 
chon and Yiwon, and are expected to arrive 
at Songchin tomorrow. No line of communi- 
cations has been prepared on land, as sea 
transportation to Songchin is assured by the 
presence of Kamimura’s fleet off the 
coast. | 

The field guns previously stationed at Ham- 
hung have been brought here and shipped 
north per transport to Songchin. 

Local Japanese merchants are closely fol- 
lowing the army on its northward march, 
and have already established a regular 
steamer traffic between here and Hamhung, 
to which port they are shipping large quan- 
tities of the usual cargoes for Corean trade. 

Troops Landed on Feb. 12. 

Three Japanese transports laden with 
troops and supplies reached Songchin on 
Feb. 12, coincident with the final Russian 
evacuation of that port. 

It is reliably stated that there are no Rus- 
sians now on this side of the Tumen river, 
and that the Japanese advance will continue 
immediately to that point. 

Meanwhile the Japanese have gnnounced 
the occupation of three islands in the Gensan 
harbor entrance for military purposes. 


JAPS ARE CLOSING IN. . 

SHENKING, Manchuria, Feb. 24, via Muk- 
den.—The Japanese are reported to be clos- 
ing in on the Russian east flank. Asa result 
of this movement it Is possible that there will 
be either a general engagement or at least a 
counter movement by the Russians along 
some part of the line, especially if, as is 
thought, the Japanese have returned to thetr 
original tactics of making flanking move- 
ments from the mountains, 

The early advent of spring now makes 
possible operations in and from the moun- 
tainous districts. 

For the last three weeks the Russians 
have suffered no material disturbance, with 
the exception of comparatively unimportant 
damage to the railroad and to a bridge near 
Kuanchia pass as the result of Japanese 


Since the receipt of news of the movement 
of an unidentified armed force of unknown 
numbers behind the Russian right wing the 
Russians have taken measures for the pur- 
pose of minimizing the opportunities for bri- 
ganda, in the belief that Chinese bandits are 
to some extent being organised and directed 
by the Japanese cavairy.

BOQUITABLE ROW IS RENEWED 


: Stock in Insurance Society. 


ALEXANDER FIGHTS OLD FOE. 


Says Surplus Is Policy Holders’, and 
Autualization Is Halted. 


New York, Feb. 24.—({Special. ]—The oom- 
mittee of seven appointed to perfect a plan 
for mutualizing the great Equitable Life 
Assurance society on a basis which will 
transfer the power to elect directors from 
the few holders of the $100,000 of capital 
stock to the 600,000 policy holders of the com- 
pany has failed to reach an agreement after 
two protracted and exciting meetings. Both 
of these meetings took place at the Metro- 
politan clubat night. The last meeting was_ 
held Thursday night. 

Open war, which was stifled temporarily 
by the appointment of the committee of 
seven, soon will break out again on wider 
lines than heretofore unless James H. Hyde 
and his friends in the company radicaily 
modify their plan for mutualizing the com- 
pany. 


Fight Over $81,000,000 Surplus. 

The crux of the fight, as it now stands 18 
whether the $81,000,000 surplus of the com- 
pany, which legally belongs to the policy 
holders, shall be mulcted to pay the stock- 
holders an enormous sum for the surrender | 
of the voting power or to buy from Mr. Hdye 
his majority stock holdings at a figure ex- 
ceeding $6,000,000. 

President James W. Alexander has taken 
a firm stand against any raid on the surplus 
of the company. At the last meeting of the 
committee of seven he made it plain that he 
was irrevocably on the side of the policy 
holders against any plan which would de- 
prive them unfairly of a single dollar which 
legally wastheirs, and it would be opposed by 
him by every means at his disposal. 

Says “Not One Cent for Tribute.” 

This is taken to mean that if necessary the 
courts will be resorted to, both civil and 
criminal. At this meeting President Alex- 
ander made it clear: 

1. That he did not consider the stockholders were 
rightfully entitled to one dollar for surrendering 
control of the $81,000,000.

Judge Dunne's answer is that under 
no ctreumstances should the city have any 
further dealings with the traction companies;

“Being a judge it is perhaps natural that 
Judge Dunnb should overestimate the efficacy 
of legal proceedings. We lawyers think it 
Wiser to advise our clients not to go to law 
except as a last resort. We do not regard 
court proceedings as a sure and certain road 
to the results that we wish toachieve. Judge 
Dunne is probably not the only judge in Chi- 
cago who would recommend court proesed- 
ings as a means of loosing the community 
from the tangle in which we find ourselves. 


Points to Lawn Delsys. =. 
„Now, Imagine, if you can, that his honor, 
Judge Dunne, had become his honor, the 
mayor. Forthwith he indites a message 
to the council calling upon the council to 
pass an ordinance authorizing and directing 
the law officers of the city to begin oh,“ d 
nation proceedings against the traction com- 
panies. Without walting to give the people 
any Opportunity to express approval or dis- 
approval the petition is filed immediately to 
condemn the property and franchises of the 
traction cam s. Thereupon, dy demur- 
rer or motion to dismiss the petition, the 
traction companies challenge the legal power 
of the eity to condemn their propertx. 
It the trial court agreed with tiie tractidn 
companies the matter would end there un- 
less the city appealed. If fhe trial court 
overruled the contention of the companies 
they would appeal. In either case fio doubt 
an appeal would follow, and the case would 
slowly travel through the whole gamut of 
the courts, all the way to the Supreme court 
of the state and to the Supreme court of the 
United. States at Washington. 


Dragging On for Years. 

“As a lawyer reasonably familiar with 
the course of proceedings, I can say 
you that from four to five years would 
required to get the case to Washington 
and back again. If the decision of the Su- 
preme court at Washington were adverse 
to the city’s right to condemn. the matter 
would end there, and we would be just 
where we are today, only a little bit deeper 
in the mire in which we are now floundering, 
If the’ Supreme court of the United States’ 
should decide that the ity had the right to 
then come back 
to the trial court. 
And what would the next step be? Why, 
as ewery lawyer Khows, it would first have 
to be determined what were the property 
and rights to be condemned. Well, you know 
bow long the city and the companies have 
been In the United States court without find- 
ing out the legal statue of the claims of the 
companies under the so-called ninety-nine 
act. That will give you some idea of the 
time that. would required to determine 
What the companies, had which the city 
was going to.condemn; for not until that 
wag determined esuld evidence be intro- 
duced as to the value of the property to be 
condemned. | 

8 Back Again Through Courts. 
In the course of time Judge Dunne, hav- 
ing been repeatedly reélected mayor in the 
meantime, in order hat he might give us 
immediate municipal ownership by condem- 
nation proceedings, the jury would bring in 
ite verdict, and if the usual motion for a new 
trial were not granted judgment would be 
entered. for how many millions I don't know, 
but Judge Dunne’s estimate of $200,000,000 
as being the value of a thirteen year fran- 
chise: may enable you to make some guess 
as to the size of the verdict and judgment. 

“ And now comes the inevitable appeal cf 
the company, and the whole gamut of the 
courts must be traversed again before the 
city can know that the judgment, allowing 
it to take the property of the companies, is 2 
finality. This would mean another four or 
five years. Itis true the city could take pos- 
session without waiting for the outcome of 
this last appeal if it paid over the money 
called for by the judgment. The verdict and 
judgment would be based upon the value of 
the property condemned as of the date of the 
filing of the petition, and not as of the time 
of the verdict and judgment; in other words, 

city would be buying on a falling market. 


Problem of Necessary Money. 

“ But would the city have the money at 
that time?. Judge Dunne himself said in a 
speech made last fall and reported in the 
Chicago Examiner, the organ of himself and 
of his sponsor, the late William R. Hearst, 
‘We who have lived in this city for the 
last twenty years all know that the city of 
Chicago has not the money how and never 
will have the money. to pay in cash for the 
properties of these companies.’ I do not 
agree with the judge that the city of Chi- 
cago will never have the money to pay for 
these properties, but I do agree with him 
that it has not.now the money. : 

But here that dear old man, the nestor 
of the bench, whom we of the bar all re- 
vere and hold in esteem and affection as a 
judge, comes to the rescue of the Hearst 
candidate with the assurance that there is 
‘no reasonable doubt but that a syndicate 
would be found that would advance the con- 
demnation money and enter into advan- 
tageous arrangements by lease or license.’ 

Under no circumstances, he says, must 
there be any agreement, howsoever favor- 
able to the people it might be, with any, 
syndicate today, but at the end of ten years 
at least of litigation an appeal to a syndi- 
cate for the money to enable the city of 
Chicago to pay the judgment which it had 
obtained in condemnation of the property. 
No arrangement under any circumstances 
today, but a franchisé under the name of a 
license or a lease ten years hence on the 
best terms that can then be had. 1 

Like King of France.“ 

„The king of France and 40,000 men 
marched up the hill and then marched down 
again.’ Isn't that the story brought down 
to date? 

Judge Dunne, upheld and encouraged by 
the sage of the new Chicago democracy, 
Judge Tuley, leads the democratic hosts, at 
least 40,000 strong. up the hill of ten long 
years of tedious litigation until, arriving at 
the top, they look over into the promised 
land of immediate municipal ownership via 
the route of litigation. They can go no 
farther unless they have money. They 
haven't got the money, and how do they 
propose to get it? In a moment of weari- 
ness they turn their heads, and there, at 
the bottom of the hill, whence they 
had ‘started ten years before, waiting 
for them with sharpened appetite and 
with a conscious sense of power born of 
knowledge of its strength and of the city's 
then weakness, they see the syndicate, with 
a few changes perhaps in its personnel, but 
the syndicate, ready to make its own terms 
for a lease or license which the city would 
have to grant in return for the needed 
Dunne Method Means Delay. 

Now. my friends, how do you like that 
method of getting immediate municipal own- 
ership? How does it commend itself to your 
judgment? Could any more subtle blow be 
aimed at municipal ownership than is pro- 
posed by the advocates of condemnation pro- 
ceedings as a means of getting it? The worst 
enemy of municipal ownership—Machiavelli 
himself—could not propose a more diaboii- 
cal means of preventing municipal ownership 
for another generation; and yet my friend 
Judge Dunne is so cocksure of his own abili- 
ty to get municipal ownership, via the route 
of condemnation proceedings, that he does 
not prapose even to submit his plan to the 
people before he enters upon it. Bg 

He has more confidence in his own ability 
to choose for the people than in their ability 
to choose for themselves. Yes, the people 
have in a previous referendum voted upon 
the question of whether the city should have 
municipal ownership without delay, but the 
people never have voted upon the method to 
be employed in order to secure municipal 
ownership without delay. No concrete plan 
ever has been submitted to the people. 

“I maintain that the people have thought 
long and well upon this matter. I maintain 
that they are entitled to have submitted to 
them the quesion of the means to be em 
ployed in order to secure municipal owner- 
ship, and I call upon the democratic conven- 
tion to say specificially whether or not it 
proposes to enter upon this protracted litiga- 
tion as @ pretended means of securing mu- 
nicipal ownership and to do it without con- 
sulting the people at all. Doesn’t J

Must Recognize People’s Rights.

They must 
recognize that these streets are the people’s 
streets, that the traction business is the peo- 
ples business, that these streets must be 
used and the people’s business must be done 
as the people wish, and that that business 
certainly will not be longer commitied to 
private agencies, unless upon terms that rec- 
ognize the supremacy of the public right and 
upon terms that are acceptable to the peo- 
pie. 
For years the traction companies stood 
in the attitude of public enemies. They ig- 
nored the rights ot t? people. They set their 
private interest above the interests of the 
people. They seemed to proceed upon the as- 
sumption that they had a God given right to 
the free use of the people's streets and to the 
patronage of the people. They exploited the 
eopie and the people's property without 
let or hindrance. This is an intolerable con- 
dition of affairs and it must be put an end to. 
If the traction companies should insist upon 
pursuing the same course in the future that 
they have pursued in the past war will be 
declared upon them and will be waged to the 
bitter end. 
Nils of Traction Problem. 
This traction problem has been a verita- 
ble old man of the sea hanging on the neck 
of Chicago. It has had a baneful influence 
upon Chicago. in respect of other matters 
than street car service. This question has 
been a constant menace to hon and effi-

On this poiflt the platform ad- 
vances a plea for charter legislation which 
will give the city the largest possible amount 
of home rule. A strong personal liberty 
plank completes the platform. 


. Hot Fight in Thirtieth. 

In the primaries there were several inter- 
esting aldermanic contests, the principal 
fight being in the Thirtieth ward, where Ed- 
ward M. Cummings, city of] inspector, and 
backed by Thomas Carey, fought with John 
A. Haney, a saloonkeeper, supported by the 
Traeger forces. Each won four districts. 
In the Third district there was a tie vote, 
Haney and Cummings each receiving 164 
votes, and James H. McDonald was given 
twenty after a number of ballots bearing 
the latter’s name had been thrown out. Both 
sides charged fraud in this district and the 
election board probably will be called upon 
to decide the contest. In all 2,802 votes were 
polled in the ward.

MILITARISM IN AMERICA. 


From the Pall Mall Gazette.) ! 
“ While the United States can, on emer 


gency, put 17,000,000 men under arms, we are 
content to cut and pare regular and auxiliary |. 
forces, to let them drift and melt away, and 


to take little or no thought for the morrow.” 


This, in brief, was the moral of an extremely 
interesting lecture on the United States army 
delivered by Col. Sir Howard Vincent, M. P., 
‘before the members of the Royal United 
Service institution. 
Sir Howard has recently been on one of 


his tours throygh the states, and is full of ad- 


miration for the manner in which the Amer- 


ican manages his military as well as his ctvil 


affairs. He pointed out to his audienee how 
incorrect it was to assume that preparation 
for war had formed no part of the national 


development of the American people, and 
said that, although the regulars at present 


only numbered 3,700 officers and 67,000 men, 
it was possible at a call from the president 


into being an army 2,000,000 
excess o estimated aggregate the 
mobilized armies of Europe. 10 

Comparing the soldiers of America and 
England, Sir Howard expressed the opinion 
that the men of our country had a better 
time, although they were not so well paid as 
their American cousins. They were less 
hard worked, had an opportunity of seeing 
more of the world, and of life, had quarters 
in pleasant garrison towns instead of on dull 
frontier posts or in the malarial swamps of 
the Philippines, and had a far greater chance

DOMINGO ASSASSINS FAIL 


FRUITLESS ATTEMPT ON LIFE OF 
PRESIDENT MORALES. 


Five Assailants in Conspiracy to Re- 
move Head of Government Are 

. Captured—Washington Officials Do 
Net Believe Agair Is Forerunner of 
Revolution in Island—Vessels Near 
in Oase of Action Necessary to Pre- 
tect American Interests.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—[ Special. An 
attempt was made today to assassinate 
ident Morales of San Domingo at Santo Do- 
mingo City, capital of the republic, accord- 
ing to advices received at the state depart- 
ment from United States Minister Thomas P. 
Dawson. Minister Dawson's message mere- 
ly said an atte Was made, that it failed, 
and that five of the assailants were arrested. 
while the remainder escaped. 

The plot against Morales is to 
have grown out of an attempt by the revolu- 
tionary element in San Domingo to prevent 
the congummation of the financial agreement 
between that government and the United 


States. 


Officials here do not believe the affair is the 


forerunner of a revolution. No action will 
be taken by this government, which takes 


the view that the incident is purely one uf 


local concern. 
Navy Takes No Action. 


The navy department said it had not been 
informed officially of the affair and that no 
movement of vessels had been made on ac- 
count of it.

Executed Two Hundred Persons. 

Carlos F. Morales, president of Santo Do- 
mingo, is declared to be one of the most blood- 
thirsty despots of modern times. It is esti- 
mated by Dominican @xiles in the United 
States that since he agsumed power he has 
executed more than 200 persons. 

The day before his inauguration he was in- 
formed by one of his ministers that it was 
the intention of some of the people to make a 
demonstration against his inauguration. 
He listened quietly to the minister and then, 
turning to his blacklist, he selected two 
names, saying: 

“Take these two men out at sunrise to- 
morrow morning and shoot them. I do not 
think there will be any demonstration.“ 

The next morning, as the first gleam of the 
sun lighted up the mottled walls of the same 
old prison from which Columbus was sent 
in chains to Spain, Morales in per- 
gon to view his shackled prisoners.

So much for the effect of public opinion on 
the house of representatives. That body, 
however, the membership of which is 
changed entirely every two years, is pecul- 
farly susceptible to any clearly expressed 
demonstration on the of the people. The 
senate is a different proposition. Its mem- 
bers are elected for six years and only one- 
third of them are chosen at intervals of two 
years. A senator frequently can defy public 
opinion successfully because by the time he 
comes up for reélection his old record has 
been forgotten or interest in that particular 


subject has died out. 


This is the thing the railroad men are 
counting upon today. They hope that dur- 


ing the summer time the railroad question 


will be forgotten. The old resolutions of 


the legislatures passed during the winter 


will slumber in the files of the senate and 
house. The president's message on the sub- 
ject will date back nearly a year. Even what 
he will have to say in his inaugural address, 
which likely will de particularly stirring, will 
be several months old and the details of it 
will be forgotten by Oct. 1. 
Railroad Men Have Hopes. 


Therefore, railroad men hope first that. 
members of the house will go at the subject 


in a half-hearted way and possibly become 


entangled in a maze of railroad bills, Then 
the senate will dawdle along in the hope 
of pushing the whole subject over to the 
reguiar session, beginning in December, 
when it can be complicated and confused 
through the medium of a dosen other legis- 
lative topics of great public importance. 
This is the program, of which the resolu- 
tion agreed upon by the senate committee 
providing for summer hearings at such 
times and places as may be convenient is 
merely the first number. It will rest with 


shippers, with consumers, and with the peo- 


ple generally whether they will fall into 
this cunningly devised trap, or whether they 
will make their wishes known to senators 


at their homes. during the summer time. 


People who are interested in railroad rate 
regulation say if the constituents of dif- 
ferent senators in every state bombard them 
with petitions, letters, and resolutions, and 
gee that these papers are sent, not to Wash 
ington but to the home towns of the different 
senators, there will be something doing when 
congress meets in October. 

There really is nothing which influences 
the United States senate so completely and 
so, promptly as long, personal, confidential 
letters, written by people of good standing 
temperately but firmly expressing the view 
that the overwhelming sentiment in their vi- 
cinity favors a certain line of public policy. 
Stereotyped petitiona, resolutions by com- 
mercial bodies, and similar devices to in- 
fluence legislation frequently fall of their 
effect, because senators have learned that 
railroads and corporations generally, as well 
as labor unions, churches, and societies can 
get up monster petitions at short notice and 
on almost any subject. 

Personal Letters Effective. 


Personal letters, however, continued at fre- 
quent intervais throughout the summer will 
be certain to counteract the railroad influence 
in the United States senate, more especially 
if every senator who walks about the streets 
of his home town is reminded by word of 
mouth that he will be expected to vote in the 
interests of the people or take the conse- 
quences. A member of the United States 
senate who lives in Chicago does not care 
a of his finger what resolutions are 

in Indianapolis, but he does care for 
and will give heed to letters from influential 
men in Rock Island. Danville, Arcola, or 
Shawneetown. 

Such a campaign as I have outlined surely 
will win next fall, and the influence of the 
railroads in the United States senate, great 


though it certainly is, will not be abie to 


counteract the sentiment created in the 
minds of individual senators by personal 
communications from well known citizens 
of all ranks of life, and especially from those 
who take a legitimate and powerful inter- 
est in state politics. If the fire is allowed 
to die down, and public interest in the rail- 
road question seems to be less in October 
thap it was in February, the senate will be 
almost certain to take adverse action or 
resort once more to the postponement game, 
which was successfully worked under the 
auspices of Mr. Stephen B. Elkins of West 
Virginia, 
Mann Introduces New Bill. 

One of the most curious things in connec- 
tion with the whole railroad campaign at 
this session of congress was the introduc- 
tion of a new bill today by Representative 
Mann of Chicago. He voted with other 
people in the house for the administration 
measure. The bill he introduced today is 
not satisfactory to any one who wants to 
regulate rallroad rates. It apparently was 
drawn as a compromise and seems to have 
been intended for use at the next session of 
congress. It does not permit the interstate 
ecommerce commission to fix rates until the 
courts overthrow them. It does permit rail- 
roads to take each individua) rate which the 
interstate commerce commission may at- 
tempt to fix before the courts and make it 
the subject of practically endless litigation. 

The bill is so worded that the interstate

and if it should be passed in its present form 
the courts would be so with this 
petty business that every one would become 
disgusted with the situation. Inasmuch as 
the house has passed a bill on this subject 
which was reported by Mr. Mann's commit- 
tee, and for which he voted, there is con- 
siderable curiosity to find out why in the last 
days of the session he has introduced a bill 
opposed in theory and practice to that meas- 
ure which already has received the sanction 


of the house of representatives and the 
States.

Bill Affects Lading Contracts. 


At the same time Mr. Mann also introduced 


today a bill providing that-no railroad com- 
pany should escape its common law Hability 
through the operation of any bill of lading 
it requires shippers to sign. This ie a meas- 
ure recommended by business men generally, 
but of course there is no chance of its pas- 
sage at this session of congress. The neces 
sity for it has been diminished by the fact 
that raliroads have abandoned entirely their 
intention to insist upon a uniform bill of 
lading relieving them from liability. 

For this reason it is assumed, in justice to 
Mr, Mann, that he introduced both these 
bills—one opposed to the president’s policy 
and the other too late to be of service to 
anybody—by request of tome constituent 
who did not understand that the time for 
action on this subject had passed by.

Margaret Potter has a new novel. Its title 
is THE FIRE OF SPRING “; the scene is 
Chicago and its purlieus; the story similar 
to that of Mme, Bovary,” who had, it will 
be remembered, a husband who had a bald 
head and who made a noise when he ate. 
Which facts, conjoined to certain others, 
were presently the death of Mme. Bovary, 
and, for all any one knows to the contrary, 
her eternal damnation in the bargain.

The literary career of Margaret Wan 
has been an interesting one. She began with 
an ill-advised and crude book, which was 
quickly suppressed. After that came three 
books which were the result of earnest study 
and indefatigable industry rather than any. 
manner of genius. These were Uncanon- 
ized,’’ The House of De Mailly,” and Is- 
tar of Babylon.“ After that came an ex- 


which, it may be no exaggeration to say, 
was the best psychological account of the 
women in the golden days of chivalry ever 
written. At least the women of this day 
felt it to be the epitome of all that songs 
and sympathies and the reading between the 
lines of history had convinced them those 
sad, fair ladies of provengal castles must.

There followed after this a daring,. brilliant, 
and luxurious piece of work called “ The 
Flame Gatherers —a book that indicated 
something one was fain to reward with a 
warmer word than talent or industry. 


Now, to the acute disappointment of at 
least one of her admirers, Margaret Potter 
has put forth a crude book, weak in its pay- 
chology, with. base and unattractive char- 
acters, ineffective delineation, and an un- 
convincing denouement. The heroine, around 
whose soul the whole story revolves, seldom 
speaks and when she does she is stupid. The 
husband is the best drawn character in the 
book. He does a few things—such as mak 
ing a fortune, killing a man, losing’ the re- 
spect of his friends, and winning back his 
wife. Though how he performed the last 
feat it is hard to see. The tertium quid is a 
sapless, thin, treacherous. lecherous creature 
whom the reader is assured has magnetism 
and charm, but who gives indication of nei- 
ther. The story is that of the oldest sin in 
the world, and it is badly done—so badly that 
it seems at times like a miserable miracle. 
For what has become of Margaret Potters 
fine imagination or her glowing descriptions, 
of her sympathy? These coarse grained 
persons, so, basely selfish, so like bewitched 
creatures who can sin but whc cannot fee] 
human sympathy or joy in life, or remorse 
or any thrill native to the normal human 
being, are disgusting from first to last. It 
is not prudery that prompts these criticisms.
